NAVAL MEN ACTIVE. 
MINERS MET DEATH 
ZOLLINGER SLAIN 


They Will Have to Work Fast As 
There Are So Many Bills On the 
House Calendar That the Efforts to 
Secure 
Action Will Be 
Des • 
perate. 


W ashington, 
Feb. 
25.—To-day 
the 
}ouse entered upon th e la st day of its 
session and the usual ru sh which ch ar­ 
acterizes the closing hours of every ses­ 
sion of congress began. U nder the rules 
the last six days of every session are 
luspension d ays and th e m em bers re­ 
cognized m any call-up bills and had 
them acted on un d er suspension of the 
rules. T here are 331 public bills on the 
calen d ar, 217 of w hich m ust be consid­ 
ered in com m ittee of the whole and 114 
in th e reg u lar calendar. In addition to 
ihr^e there are over 500 bills on the 
p riv ate c a le n d a r. 
Of course 
only a 
very insignificant percentage of these 
tills can ever be passed, b u t the press 
for precedence will be terrific an d m any 
exciting scenes are alm ost sure to oc­ 
cur. 
I t is quite probable th a t several 
n ig h t sessions will be held, and it is 
alm ost certain th a t congress will re­ 
m ain in session from S atu rd ay u n til 
M onday next, on w hich day a t noon con­ 
gress expires by lim itation. The regu­ 
la r appropriation bills a re 
unusually 
well advanced, so fa r as the house is 
fconcerned, only one bill (the deficiency) 
being unacted upon, and it will go to the 
senate to-day. T he tw o which are con­ 
sidered dangerous—th a t is, liable to fail 
o r be vetoed—are th e sundry civil and 
th e diplom atic an d consular. 
To the 
fo rm er th e sen ate com m ittee on finance 
b as reported a n am endm ent to the 3 
p er cent coin bids, w ith a provision re­ 
q u irin g th e secretary of the treasu ry to 
ad v ertise for bids in case of another 
bond issue. T o the diplom atic and con 
su la r th e sen ate h as added an am end­ 
m en t for th e H aw aiian cable. If these 
provisions prevail despite the protest 
of th e house, it is thought P resident 
C leveland m ay veto them . The com m it­ 
tee on Pacific roads is pressing for an 
opp o rtu n ity to secure a vote on the 
funding bill as am ended, and the com­ 
m ittee on public buildings is equally in- 
. 
. . 
sisten t upon its dem and for a chance 
e 
raug 
to settle th e question of the printing 
office site, w hich has been hanging fire 
fo r several years. 
It is probable the 
com m ittee on rules will give both tim e 
du rin g th e com ing week, in case oppor­ 
tu n ity offers. 
As a whole the week 
prom ises to be both interesting and ex­ 
citing. 


K eep B u sy D iscussing D esign s fo r 
N ew 


B a ttlesh ip s. 
W ashington, Feb. 25.—The action of 
the house in accepting the recom m enda­ 
tions of Secretary H erbert looking to 
the addition to the navy of three b attle­ 
ships and tw elve torpedo boats has 
stirred the dep artm en t officials to an 
un unsuual degree of activity, for it 
m eans m uch w ork for them during the 
com ing sum m er. A lready they have be­ 
gun to outline roughly the m ain fea­ 
tu res of th e vessels, and while there can 
be no official plans until the board of 
b ureau chiefs have been instructed by 
S ecretary H erbert to consider the sub­ 
ject, it is ap p aren t from the expressions 
of th e officers who will have to design 
the b attle ships th a t liese will In general 
be p attern ed a fte r the Iowa, the largest 
and m ost powerful of our new ships, 
which is now rapidly approaching com­ 
pletion a t C ram p’s. 
The departm ent 
has alw ays striven in each design to 
profit by the experience of other vessels 
of like type and to avoid a lavish copy­ 
ing of models, and while this will be the 
course pursued in the course of the new 
battleships, it is believed th a t the v a ria ­ 
tions from the original model of the 
Iow a will be few er th an is usually the 
case. The reason for this belief is th a t 
there has been no very m arked novelty 
of design here or abroad w ithin two 
years in the case of battleships, and any 
changes In the Iow a’s plans are likely 
to be m atters of detail. Probably the 
finest b attle ships in the w orld are those 
of the Royal Sovereign class which 
G reat B ritain is ju st p u ttin g afloat, and 
it is safe to say th a t if conditions a d ­ 
m itted the new ships of the U nited 
S tates would be on th eir lines. B ut this 
is scarcely possible for a t least two 
good reasons. In the first place such a 
ship would cost m °re th an the lim it 
fixed by congress, and in the second it 
could not en ter m ore th an tw o harbors 
on the A tlantic coast. The Iow a draw s 
tw enty-four feet of w ater, while the 
R oyal Sovereign type of vessels draw 
tw enty-seven. These B ritish ships are 
of g reat size, having a displacem ent of 
24,000 tons or as m uch as the g reat At­ 
lantic liners, while the Iow a’s displace­ 
m ent Is 11,410 tons. The naval designers 
believe from their experience with the 
torpedo boats, for the building of which 
proposals have Just been received, th a t 
w ith th e m oney which is allotted for the 
new ships they will be able to build 
them larg er th an the Iowa, Increasing 
the length and beam w ithout adding to

Fire In “Rock Slope” at Pratt City 
Kills Two Men and Endangered 
Twenty Who Were Fnally Res- 
£3 cued—$3,ooo Worth of Mules Are 
Smothered. 


Birm ingham , Ala., Feb. 25.—A fire 
occurred in Rock Slope of the Tennes­ 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad company 
mines at Pratt city yesterday m orning 
that resulted in the death of John Pat­ 
ton and Louis Stevens, two m iners, and 
more or less serious injury to eighteen 
others. 
Twenty miners, all convicts, 
were in Rock Slope, near the air shaft, 
at 2:30 o’clock, when they detected the 
smell of smoke and shortly afterwards 
an im m ense volume of it came toward 
them from the engine room, which was 
between the air shaft and the cage 
leading out of the mine. 
Driven by 
the smoke the twenty men hurried to 
the air shaft and there huddled to­ 
gether to keep from suffocating. Mean­ 
while the smoke became thicker, as the 
Are issuing from the engine room 
•cached seven tram s just on the out­ 
side and a lot of waste and oil and 
burned furiously. 
Breathing became 
an affair of extrem e difficulty. Twenty- 
three m ules in the stable in the m ines 
also felt the smoke and tried to escape* 
and tore about, kicking one another to 
loath. 
John Patton and Louis Stevens 
finally left the crowd at the air shaft 
and tried to get to the cage shaft. They 
never reached it, but were afterwards 
found dead near the engine room. 
One 
of the men had his head crushed al­ 
most into a pulp. Indicating he had 
tried to kill him self rather than suffo­ 
cate 
to death. 
Smoke 
seen 
issuing 
from the shaft brought help by the cage 
and in three hours the fire was out and 
the eighteen1 men a t the air shaft 
brought up in a more or less serious 
condition from suffocation. 
The m ules 
worth $3,000, were suffocated or killed 
by one another’s kicks. 


Found Unconscious at His Own Door 
and Dies Without Being Able to 
Reveal the Identity of the Assassin 
—Other Criminal 
News of the 
Northwest. 


New ton, Iowa, Feb. 25.—J. R. Zol­ 
linger, a m erchant of this city, w as 
brutally m urdered S atu rd ay night. A 
little a fte r 9 o’clock his wife and d augh­ 
ter heard his footstep on the porch, and 
opening the door found him in a dazed 
condition. He w as able to tell them 
some one had stru ck him, but before he 
could reveal more he lost consciousness 
and died a few' hours afterw ard. A 
wound on the top of his head indicates 
he had received a heavy blow there, and 
a club found on the sidew alk near the 
house appears to have been the weapon 
used. The w alk is sp attered w ith blood 
from there to the house. The affair is 
shrouded in m ystery, as no m otive has 
yet appeared for the deed. He had 
about $60 in his pocket, bu t th a t was not 
taken.

If it is this will sim plify 
th e situation som ew hat, b u tth ere will 
be m aterial for m any speeches and rea ­ 
sons for prolonged sessions. Senators 
do not consider the outlook discourag­ 
ing and they predict th a t the bills will 
all be passed by 'h e tim e fixed by the 
constitution for a d o rn m e n t, the 4th of 
M arch. Of the bills in conference the 
diplom atic and consular and fortifica­ 
tions bills have been p artly agred upon.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 25.—The legis­ 
latu re seems to have decided to lock 
horns w ith Gov. M atthew s and precipi­ 
tate a fight th a t can end only in the 
Suprem e court of the strte . The ap ­ 
pointing power for the boards th a t con­ 
trol th e sta te benevolent institutions 
now rests w ith the governor an d the 
legislators are for taking the appoint­ 
ing pow er out of the hands of the gov­ 
ernor and for p u ttin g all state in stitu ­ 
tions under the control of republican 
boards. 
The republican caucus 
has 
twice m et and voted to tak e the ap­ 
pointing pow er from the governor, and 
there will be an o th er vote taken a t the 
final caucus to-day. The action of this 
caucus, it is generally believed, will 
practically decide the fate of the p arty 
two years hence, w hen a U nited S tates 
senator is to he elected. To m ake the 
m atter 
serious Gov. 
M atthew s 
has 
given out th a t the contem plated move 
of the legislature is unconstitutional, 
and th a t he will refuse to issue com ­ 
m issions to the men who will be nam ed 
by the board which it proposes to create 
and th a t he will carry the m atter to the 
Suprem e court. M any leading law yers 
believe th a t the governor will win if he 
is forced to the courts. 
Only eleven 
m ore days rem ain of the legislative ses­ 
sion, and practically nothing has been 
done on account of th e political storm 
th a t h as raged over th e heads of the 
m ajority.

Ho has a tradition that in 
the first creation of animals they were 
gifted with the power of speech; that 
by some evil necromancy, rather than 
by loss of spirit, this faculty was lest, 
but that tho endowment of thought and 
motive still remains. 
He also believes 
that the animals are endowed with 
immortality, and that by way of com­ 
pensation for suffering in this life the 
fur and feather folk will hereafter re­ 
ceive peace for pain and gentleness for 
cruelty. 
In the totemic devices, tabular stones 
and pictographic records of his tribal 
listory, the Indian represents the ani­ 
mals and birds as his cohelpers and com­ 
panions. In his tribal organization, in 
lis mythology, family relationships, 
leraldry, religion, necromancy, secret 
societies and national laws he is largely 
aided by animal example, counsel and 
invention. The creation of the earth he 
believes to have been the result of a con­ 
vention of waterfowls and amphibious 
animals.—Chief Ya-ie-wa-uoh in Our 
Animal Friends.

Roman hatred follow ed him to Bithy 
uia, and finding himself on the point of 
being given up he died from poison 
The story that he once had a meeting 
at Ephesus with his old enemy, Scipio 
Africanus, is told on fairly good au­ 
thority.
